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Al Jolson 


Paper Government 


By Any Other Name 


Al Jolson,who gambled the great- 


est stage name in popular Ameri- 
can music to make "The Jazz Sing- 
er" and thereby established talk- 
ing pictures, died of a heart attack 
last night in San Francisco. 


He was 64. Way back in 1890 he 


hit the musical comedy stage—and 
was never off it from then until 
now. 


Jolson was a great Broadway star 


when I was a kid in grade school. 
Years later when this writer was 
in Columbia university, New York, 
Jolson was riding his first peak of 
fame, in "Sinbad 'the Sailor." 


A few years later Warner Broth- 


1( ,6rs talked him 
into trying their 


first sound-sequence picture, "The 
Jazz Singer." That, and the second 
Jolson show, "The Singing Fool," 
stampeded the silent movie indus- 
try into sound. 


It was Jolson's voice that did it. 


I recall that there were earlier ex- 
periments with talking pictures. 
At New York's Town Hall about 
1922 I saw a very creditable variety 
film in which action and voice were 
matched perfectly. But it left the 
public and theater men cold. 


Five years later Jolson stepped 


before the sound cameras — and 
made history. 


The singing movies carried Jol- 


son to a second great peak of fame. 
That was almost 25 years ago. 


And then in our immediate day 


Columbia brought out "The Jolson 
Story" and "Jolson Sings Again," 
with young Larry Parks' face on 
the screen — but with the redoubt- 
able old mammy singer's voice, ft 
was Jolson's third peak of fame— 


) and he was then past 60. 


He is gone. And with him an ep- 


och of the American theater — an 
epoch that stretched in an unbroken 
line from the gas-lighted days of 
the old-time vaudeville and burles- 
que houses to the modern musical- 
comedy . . . and finally talking pic- 
tures.

He came with his 
family to Washington, D. C., while 
a small boy. His father trained 
him for the church. But 
he had 


other ideas. He appeared in a play 
mob scene and then ran off with 
a circus. 


In first starred on the stage—in 


blackface—in 1909 with Lew Dock- 
sladers' 
minstrels.

later he was discovered 
by 
the 


Schuberts and hired for their Win- 
ter Garden in New York. 


The most famous of his Broad- 


way performances was his bend- 
ed-knee rendition of 
"Mammy,' 


for which ho became known as the 
mammy singer. Then Hollywood 
beckoned. 


His greatest movie, "The 
Jazz 


Singer," was made in 1927, at the 
first peak of his career. It is gen 
erally credited with being the fit-si 
real talking picture. 


Screen fame followed and Jolson 


repeated many of his c a r 1 i c i 
stage successes for the film. 


More than 1,000,000 of his phono- 


graph 
records of 
"Sonny 
Boy' 


were sold after he popularized the 
song in "The Singing Fool." Othci 
tunes that made his carer were 
"Swanee," "April Showers" 
anc 


'California, Here I Come." 


His career became temporarily 


eclipsed in the 1030's. 


He came back, as big as ever, 


following the Second World 
War 


and the release of the movie, "The 
Jolson Story."

The law requires 
hese organizations to register, dis 
lose their sources of funds and in 
ome cases furnish complete mem- 
bership lists. 


In • the view of government

icials, this disregard of the rcgis- 
ration provisions constituted open 
Icfiancc to, be followed by 
on- 


orced registration procedure.

was indicated first steps will soon 
be forthcoming.

Lobbying Is 
Big Business 
Group Says 


Washington, Oct. 24 — f/P) 


congressional committee today pic- 
lured lobbying as a "billion-dollar 
industry" which offers "very real" 
dangers to the legislative process 
of congress. 


An exhaustive appraisal of the 


Washington lobbyist and his 
in- 


jfluence on legislation 
was 
con- 


tained in a 67-page report by Dem 
ocratic members of the house com 
mitte ,on lobbying activities. Re- 
publicans did not sign it. 


The report, based on extensive 


hearings earlier this year, said lob- 
bying "is rarely corrupt," but it 
declared: 


"The present system of pressure I 


politics has assumed extraordinary 
proportions, x x x This 
system 


must continue to expand, and this 
expansion may challenge the exist- 
ence, of representative government 
as we have known it." 


While conceding the need of pre- 


serving the constitutional right oi 
petition to congress, the committee 
suggested several generalized ways 
the increased pressure of organized 
lobbying might be met: 


1. Government support for poor- 


ly financed groups or interests, to 
| enable them to havS a voice equal 
to well-heeled prefi.su»e groups. In 
the same breath, the comrnitlee re- 
jects this as undesirable. 


2. Giving organized groups a for- 


mal place in the legislative policy- 
making process. Like the first al- 
ternative, the committee thought 
this, too, would create more pres 
sures instead of less and would also 
have no solid criteria for popular 
representation. 


3. Streamline the legislative and 


administrative processes of 
gov- 


ernment. The committee said Ihis 
may provide a parlial answer, not- 
ing that "pressures thrive" when 
government becomes too complex. 


4. Stronger political parties and 


party discipline. Unless 
political 


parties accept 
responsibility 
for 


legislation, the report 
concluded, 


pressure groups are able to create 
confusion and move in by default. 


5. More information on lobbying

Marshall Sets 
Policy for 
Reserve Calls 


Washington, Oct. 24 — W)—Sec- 


retary of Defense Marshall has laid 
down a uniform policy for all the 
armed forces to follow in recalling 
reservists to active duty. 


It was intended, Marshall said in 


a directive yesterday, "to obviate 
the uncertainty with which both the 
employer and the reservist 
em- 


ployee presently are 
confronted, 


and to eliminate or reduce to a 
minimum the inequities in the re- 
call of reservists x x x." 


The directive, sent to the sec- 


retJries of the army, navy 
and 


airforce, orders that each service: 


1. Decide its manpower require- 


ments for six months in advance 
and notify reservists not called on 
to fill those 
requirements 
that 


their recall 
is at 
least 
four 


months remote" unless 
material 


changes in milirary r e q uirements 
"otherwise dictate." 


2. Give those called up at least 


30 days for settling their personal 
affairs before time to report for 
duty. (This time now varies con- 
siderably with the services, 
run- 


ning between 15 and 30 days). 


3. Remove from its active reserve 


list all reservists who, for physical 
or other valid reasons determined 
by the service, are not available for 
extended active duty. 


4. Keep reservists on active duly 


only 
until (a) manpower require- 


ments can be met by the draft or 
volunteers,'and (b the involuntary 
reservists and units have reached 
a "maximum state of training." 
This replaces the present policy of 
calling reservists for an indefinite 
period in order to bring about a 
rapid expansion 
of 
the 
armed 


forces.

ments for their instruction. Inciden- 
tally, there is enormous, swirling 
confusion in the minds of so-called 
educators, themselves, as to 
just 


what education is, but it is unden- 
iable that teachers in 
p u b l i c 


schools are forbidden by court de- 
cisions to instruct children in re- 
ligion which is held by most Amer- 
icans to be the source of morals. 
It was required in the early com- 
munity schools. 


Having established a vested in- 


terest in all children, with thc not- 
ed special exceptions, the educa- 
tion industry next comes at the cit- 
izens with demands for 
m o r e 


and more money to perform the 
function which it has arrogated un- 
to itself. The children, of 
course, 


know nothing about thc 
situation 


although they are represented 
to 


be wards of the industry. 


It would be wrong to say that all 


touchers are indifferent to the per- 
sonalities and interests of individ- 
ual children, but equally false to 
say that all of them are devoted 
to their little clients. But, just as 
the C. I. O. is a ruthless, insensi- 
tive political force promoting its 
own interests without the slightsst 
regard for the individual worker, 
so are the teachers' societies above 
and indifferent to these 
details. 


They exploit both teachers and chil- 
dren. They are on the job 24 hours 
a day. While the taxpayer is sleep- 
Ing in his mortgaged house,
